pluralitv of selections include: 

fi) when a first amount of credits is wagered on each of a plurality of 
pavlines in the base game, a first number of said selections associated 
with one of a pluralitv of different credit values and a second number of 
said selections associated with a tvpe of selection outcome which is not a 
credit value, and 

(ii) when a second amount of credits, which is different than the first 
amount of credits, is wagered on each of the pluralitv of pavlines in the 
base game, a third number of said selections associated with one of said 
pluralitv of different credit values and a fourth number of said selections 
associated with a tvpe of selection outcome which is not a credit value, 
wherein said second number is different than said fourth number : 

(e) enable the player to pick a designated number of the selections, wherein 
the designated number of picks of the selections is based, at least in part, on the 
amount of credits wagered on each of athe plurality of paylines in the base game, 
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said designated number being at least one, and wherein different designated 
numbers of picks of the selections are based on different wager amounts for the 
plurality of paylines in the base game; 

{f) for oach pickod soleotion, dotorm i no a so l oct i on outcomo from a p l ura l ity 

of so l oction outcom e s i nclud i ng at l oast two difforont typos of s el oct i on outcomes

^{f) display at least one award based on at least one selection outcome 
associated with one of the picked selections. 

Claim 2 (cancelled). 

Claim 3 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 1, wherein the 
type of a plurality of the selection outcomes is based on the amount wagered per 
payline in the base game. 

Claim 4 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 1, wherein the 
type of selection outcome associated with at least one of the selections is an activation 
of a secondary display device. 

Claim 5 (original): The gaming device of Claim 4, wherein the secondary 
display device Includes a symbol generator. 



Claim 6 (original): The gaming device of Claim 5, wherein at least one symbol 
generated by the symbol generator is a product award symbol. 
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Claim 7 (original): The gaming device of Claim 6, wherein a product award is 
provided to the player if a predetermined number of product award symbols is 
generated by the symbol generator. 

Claim 8 (original): The gaming device of Claim 7, wherein if less than the 
predetermined number of product award symbols is generated by the symbol generator, 
a different award is provided to the player. 

Claim 9 (original): The gaming device of Claim 5, wherein the symbol generator 
includes a plurality of reels. 

Claim 10 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 4, wherein the 
type of a designated number of selection outcomes associated with the selections is the 
activation of the secondary display device if a designated wager is made in the game. 

Claim 11 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 1, wherein a 
designated number of selection outcomes are associated with the selections if a 
designated wager is made in the base game. 

Claim 12 (currently amended): A gaming device comprising: 
at least one display device; 
at least one input device; and 

at least one processor configured to operate with the at least one displ&y device 
and the at least one input device to: 

(a) display a base game operable upon a wager by a player; 

(b) display an outcome for the base game; 

(c) determine if a triggering event occurred in the outcome of the base game; 

(d) if the triggering event occurred in the outcome of the base game, initiate a 
bonus game including at least two of a plurality of player-selectable selections 
associated with a play of the bonus game , wherein said plurality of player- 
selectable selections include: 
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(i) when a first amount of credits is wagered on each of a plurality of 
paylines in the base game, a first number of said selections associated 
with one of a plurality of different credit values and a second number of 
said selections associated with an activation of a symbol generator, and 

(ii) when a second amount of credits, which is different than said first 
amount of credits, is wagered on each of the plurality of paylines in the 
base game, a third number of said selections associated with one of said 
plurality of different credit values and a fourth number of said selections 
associated with said activation of said symbol generator, wherein said 
second number is different than said fourth number : 

(e) enable the player to pick a designated number of the selections, wherein 
the designated number of picks of the selections is, at least in part, based on the 
amount of credits wagered on each of a the plurality of paylines in the base game, 
said designated number being at least one, and wherein different designated 
numbers of picks of the selections are based on different wager amounts for the 
plurality of paylines in the base game; 

{f) for oach p i cked soloction, dotorm i no a solection outcomo from a p l ura li ty 

of so l oction outcomos includ i ng at l oast two different typos of se i oot i on outoomos 
to assoc i ato with tho so l oct i on, whoro i n tho typo of soloct i on outcomo of at l e ast 
on e of th e p l ura li ty of sel e ct i ons i s an activat i on of a symbo l gen e rator i f at le ast a 
d o signatod amount i s wag o r o d on th o bas e gam e ;

(h){g} provide a jackpot award to the player if a plurality of jackpot award 
symbols are generated by the symbol generator. 



Claim 13 (cancelled). 
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Claim 14 (original): The gaming device of Claim 12, which includes a plurality of 
awards, wherein each said award is associated with one of the plurality of selection 
outcomes. 

Claim 15 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 14, wherein the 
type of selection outcomes associated with the plurality of selections is only credit 
values if the player wagers less than a predetermined amount in the base game. 

Claim 16 (original): The gaming device of Claim 12, wherein the symbol 
generator includes a plurality of reels. 

Claim 17 (previously presented): The gaming device of Claim 16, wherein the 
type of selection outcome associated with the plurality of selections which causes the 
activation of a symbol generator includes causing an activation of the plurality of reels if 
the player wagers a predetermined amount in the base game. 

Claim 18 (original): The gaming device of Claim 12, wherein the jackpot award is 
provided to the player only if the jackpot award symbols are generated by the symbol 
generator. 

Claim 19 (original): The gaming device of Claim 12, which includes a modifier 
associated with at least one of the jackpot award symbols if at least one, but not all, of 
said jackpot award symbols is generated by the symbol generator. 

Claim 20 (original): The gaming device of Claim 19, wherein the modifier 
includes a multiplier. 

Claim 21 (original): The gaming device of Claim 12, wherein the jackpot award 
includes a product award, wherein said product award is provided to the player if the 
jackpot award symbols are generated by the symbol generator.

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Claim 27 (currently amended): A method of operating a gaming device, said 
method comprising: 

(a) enabling a player to make a wager on a base game; 

(b) displaying an outcome for the base game; 

(c) determining if a triggering event occurred in the outcome of the base 
game; 

(d) if a triggering event occurred in the outcome of the base game, displaying 
at least two of a plurality of player-selectable selections associated with a bonus 
game , said plurality of player-selectable selections including: 

(i) when a first amount of credits is wagered on each of a plurality of 
pavlines in the base game, a first number of said selections associated 
with one of a piuraiitv of different credit values and a second number of 
said selections associated with a type of selection outcome which is not a 
credit value, and 

(ii) when a second amount of credits, which is different than said first 
amount of credits, is wagered on each of the plurality of pavlines in the 
base game, a third number of said selections associated with one of said 
plurality of different credit values and a fourth number of said selections 
associated with a type of selection outcome which is not a credit value, 
wherein said second number is different than said fourth number ; 

(e) enabling the player to pick a designated number of the selections, wherein 
the designated number of picks of the selections is based, at least in part, on the 
amount of credits wagered on each of a plurality of paylines in the base game, 
said designated number being at least one, and wherein different designated 
numbers of picks of the selections are based on different wager amounts for the 
plurality of paylines in the base game; 

(f) for e ach p i cked s o loction, assoc i at i ng a s olo ct i on outcome from a p l urality 
of s o loct i on outcom e s inc l ud i ng at l east two d i fforont typos of soloction outcom e s

Claim 29 (previously presented): The method of Claim 27, which includes 
associating a plurality of selection outcomes with the selections, wherein the selection 
outcomes are based on the amount wagered per payline in the base game. 

Claim 30 (previously presented): The method of Claim 27, wherein the type of 
selection outcome associated with the picked selection is an activation of a secondary 
display device. 

Claim 31 (previously presented): The method of Claim 30, wherein the activation 
of the secondary display device includes generating at least one symbol on the 
secondary display device by a symbol generator. 

Claim 32 (original): A method of Claim 31, which includes providing the player a 
product award if a predetermined number of product award symbols is generated by the 
symbol generator. 

Claim 33 (original): The method of Claim 32, which includes associating a 
different award with each product award symbol if less than the predetermined number 
of product award symbols is generated by the symbol generator. 

Claim 34 (original): The method of Claim 31, wherein the symbol generator 
includes a plurality of reels. 
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Claim 35 (previously presented): The method of Claim 30, which includes 
associating the activation of the secondary display device with a designated number of 
selection outcomes associated with the selections if a designated wager Is made in the 
base game. 

Claim 36 (previously presented): The method of Claim 27, which includes 
associating a designated number of selection outcomes with the selections if a 
designated wager Is made in the base game. 

Claim 37 (previously presented): The method of Claim 27, wherein the steps (a) 
to (g) are provided through a data network. 

Claim 38 (original): The method of Claim 37, wherein the data network is an 
Internet. 

Claim 39 (currently amended): A method of operating a gaming device having 
a base game operable upon a wager by a player, said method comprising the steps of: 

(a) initiating a bonus game; 

(b) displaying at least two of a plurality of player-selectable selections 
associated with the, bonus game , wherein said pluralltv of olaver-selectable 
selections Include: 

(I) when a first amount of credits Is waaered on each of a plurality of 
pavlines In the base game, a first number of said selections associated 
with one of a pluralitv of different credit values and a second number of 
said selections associated with an activation of a svmbol generator, and 
(il) when a second amount of credits, which is different than said first 
amount of credits. Is wagered on each of the pluralitv of pavlines in the 
/base game, a third number of said selections associated with one of said 
pluralitv of different credit values and a fourth number of said selections 
associated with said activation of said svmbol generator, wherein said 
second number is different than said fourth number : 
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(c) enabling the player to pick a designated number of tine selections, wherein 
' the designated number of picks of the selections is at least in part based on the 

amount of credits wagered on each of a plurality of paylines in the base game, 
said designated number being at least one, and wherein different designated 
numbers of picks of the selections are based on different wager amounts for the 
plurality of paylines in the base game;

Claim 40 (previously presented): The method of Claim 39, wherein the type of 
selection outcome associated with the plurality of selections is only credit values if the 
player wagers less than a predetermined amount in the base game. 

Claim 41 (original): The method of Claim 39, which includes associating a 
plurality of awards with at least one of the plurality of selection outcomes. 

Claim 42 (previously presented): The method of Claim 39, wherein the activation 
of the symbol generator includes activating a plurality of reels if the player wagers a 
predetermined amount in the base game. 
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Claim 43 (original): The method of Claim 39, which includes modifying any 
award generated on the reels if, at least one, but not all, of the product award symbols 
are generated by the symbol generator. 

Claim 44 (original): The method of Claim 39, wherein a predetermined number 
of said symbols include a product award symbol, wherein a product award is provided to 
the player if the product award symbols are generated by the symbol generator. 

Claim 45 (previously presented): The method of Claim 39, wherein the steps (a) 
to (g) are provided through a data networl^. 

Claim 46 (original): The method of Claim 45, wherein the data network is an 
internet.
